The Abuse of Credit. 


Tliousands of people in this country would he far better off 


if they.would adopt the policy of paying as they go. 
They 


would thereby not only keep out of debt, but they would con- 
sider-their purchases more carefully than they do when they 
are; to'be. given credit and would confine their buying more 
closely to essentials. When accounts are run people are apt 
to-become careless in their expenditiiresandareoftensurprised 
to:find that they are owing more than they supposed they 
were. 


. Without doubt the credit system, altogether too popular at 


the present'time, has more to do'than is commonly supposed 
with the much complained of cost of living. When people do 
not make a practice of paying for whal they buy at the time 
of purchase they are liable to buy many things which they 
could get along without. They do not feel the cost when the 
purchases are made, but pay day comes all too soon for com- 
fort, and if the bills are squared it means the running in debt 
for things to live on and to wear until more money can be 
earned. 
In the event of sickness or the loss of employment 


through any other cause the debtor is embarrassed and humil- 
iated and the creditor suffers loss which those who pay their 
bills must help bear to, some extent. 
H means trouble 


around which would never be experienced if it were not for 
the abuse of the credit system. 


Credit is all right in its place, but the credit system as it 


exists today is a "bad thing both for tradesmen and patrons. 
And for the existence of,'the system the former are fully as 
responsible as the latter. Competition is so fierce and the d«- 
sire to expand trade is so strong that dealers encourage people 
to start accounts and to make.expenditures that they cannol 
afford. 
H all seems very nice to both sides for a time, but the 


time comes when settlements are due, and then in many cases 
comes trouble. With all its other evils the credit system opens 
the door to the operations of "dead beats," people who buy 
with no intention of paying their bills, and actually encour- 
ages the practice.
